Valparaiso. 


The Insurgents Land a Large: Foree 
and March on the City, 


Driving Back Balmaceda's Troops 
The Fight Still in Progress. 


Three Thousand Men Killed or 
Wounded—The Insurgent Fleet 
Co-operating with che 
Forceson Land. 


Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 21H By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald this mora- 
ing prints a Valparaiso (Chile) dis- 
patch as follows: 

Balmaceda and the Junta de Go- 
bieruo are clirfthed in the final desper- 
ate struggle for the mastery of 
the republic of Chile. The battle 
ground is in full view of Valpa- 
raiso. The battle has been raging 
for three days. The first engagement 
was atthe mouth of the Aconcagua 
on Friday, and resulted in a reverse 
to the government. The final test of 
strength is now being made at Vina 
del Mar Beach, five miles from hed 
paraiso. 


THE INSURGENTS LAND. 

On Thursday news came that an 
army ot 8000 rebels had landed at 
Guambero Bay. Balmaceda was taken 
by surprise but soon got troops to the 
front to prevent if possible the rebels 
crossing the Aconcagua River. S 


non Bay at the mouth of the river, and 
the rebels attempted crossing under 
cover of the ships’ guns. 

THE BATTLE RAGED 
nearly all day. The insurgent artillery, 
aided by the guns from the ships, was 
too much for the government troops, 
and they were forced to retire, which 
they did in good order. 

Less than 20,000 troops were engaged, 
and nearly 3000 were killed and 
wounded. 

The commanding general of the gov- 


4 ernment troops chose a strong position 


on the beach Del Mar as his. scon“ 
line. of defense, and having force 
enough in front ot the enemy to check 
their progress somewhat, took bis 
place there yesterday and went to 
work to strengthen it as much as pos- 
sible. 


BALMACEDANS DRIVEN BACK. 

The insurgents steadily pushed their 
way forward, driving tbe comparatively 
small government forces before them. 
It was a constant skirmish for fifteen 
miles over broken -country. At every 
point of vantage the Balmacedans 
made a stand, and while constantly 
forced to give way before superior 
numbers they retarded the advance 
and gave the main army a chance to 
better prepare itself for a decisive 
fight. Late in the evening the attack- 
ing army arrived in front of Balma- 
ceda’s main line of defense. It was 
then too late to give battle. 

BALMACEDA IN COMMAND. 

In the meantime Balmaceda himself 
in command went to the front with 
over 30,000 available men, while the 
insurgents had only about 7000. At 
the back of the government line is- 
Fort Callao, whose heavy guns have 
done good work in today’s battle. rak- 
ing the army by land, and preventing 
the insurgent fleet from doing any- 
thing but lono-range firing. 

The warships sent all available men 
with rapid-fire guns toward the land 
forces in the attack on Balmaceda's 
position. 

_ WATCHING THE BATTLE. 

Great excitement prevails in the 
city. Every one left here is anxiously 
watching the progress of the battle. 
A heavy pall of smeke hangs like a 
cloud over the city, The most power- 
ful glass cannot penetrate it and only 
occasionally can the troops’ movements 
be even guessed at. There is a con- 
stant 

STREAM OF WOUNDED 
being brought into the city from the 
front, and temporary hogpitals are 
fitted up wherever possible. The med- 
ical force of the city has its hands full | 
and all the women have volunteered as 
nurses. 

From the wounded is gained but frag- 
mentaty information as to the progress 
of the fight, and it is utterly impossi- 
| ble now to form any judgment as to 
which side is getting the better of it.

A GHASTLY TASK. 


RECOVERING VICTIMS OF THE 
NEW YORK HORROR, 


Sixteen Dead Bodies Thus Far Taken 
from the Ruins of the Col~ 
lapsed. Bullding on 
Park Place. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, Aug. 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] With the aid of 


| bastily-placed electric lights the search 


in the débris of yesterday’s disaster 
was kept up all night last night. A 
large force was put to work. Two 
fire engines were kept busy all night 
playing upon the heated brick and 
stone. Those who had friends sup- 
posed to be in the ruins formed a 

large part of the crowd that thronged 
outside of the police line. At inter- 
vals mangled and charred bodies were 
taken from the ruins and placed in the 
dead wagon that stood constantly near. 

Up to 9 o’clock this morning four- 
teen bodies had been recovered. 

At 1:30 the bodies of two more men, 
burned beyond recognition, were re- 
moved. 

As evening came on a heavy down- 
pour of rain set in, which, with slight 
breaks, continued througnout the 
night. The workmen were withdrawn 


rom their-woxk and the crowds were 
scattered, policemen being left to watch 
the ruins. 

The complete list of identified dead 
up to 10 p.m. 1s as follows: Leonard B. 
Cole, John Gibbs, Sarah Ann Haegney, 
Michael Slatterv, A. B. Peterson; 
George Low, Gustav Sickler, Jacob 
4j Herderich, Otto Walser, Charles Breit- 
ner, Frank Hatch. Five bodies, all 

men, have not yet been recognized. 

It is thought tonight that not less 

than fifty were killed in the disaster. 
In the morning means will be provided 
to remove the heavy iron girders and 
machinery which must be taken from 
the ruins before any more effectual 
peveress can be made in clearing away 

the débris and getting out the remain- 
der of the bodies of those who perished. 

Late tonight two more identifica- 
tions were made as follows: Abraham 
Berschopki, Gustave Sterner. 

Inspector Williams, who has been at 
the scene of the disaster almost from 
the first moment. said tonight in 
regard to the probable cause: There 
was no explosion in that building, be- 
cause there was nothing to explode. 
The accident was the result of weak 
structure and the, incessant vibration 
of heavy presses.“ 

Many.of the witnesses who saw the 
crash say the building slowly bulged 
out in the middle until it had formed a 
noticeable curve fromthe roof to the 
ground and then fell. 


THE TORRID WAVE, 
Cheering Report from the Frisco 
Signal Officer. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.) The Signal Service 
bulletin says: 

The cyclonic disturbance of Friday 
has moved rapidly eastward into Brit- 
ish Columbia, causing a decided fall in 
the barometer throughout the Pacific 
Coast States. The warm wave is 
broken throughout California. There 
has been a decided fallin temperature 
along the coast attended with heavy 


fog from Monterey northward. 
The fall in temperature at San 
Francisco bas been 82° since the 


maximum of yesterday. In South- 
eastern California the wave has re- 
mained steady throughout the day, but 
will disappear tonight. Fog and clouds 
will be heavy along the California 
Coast forthe next forty-eight hours, 
aod the temperature throughout the 
State will continue to fall for the next 
two days. aan rains will begin again 
sbortly in Southwestera California. 

Mopzsro, Aug. 28.— Today was the 
hottest within the recollection of the 
oldest inhabitants.

LEMARE’S CRUSADE. 


Stormy Times in French 
Wine Districts. 


Peasant Proprietors Arrayed against 
the Vintners’ Combine. 


Phylloxera Playing a Peculiar Part 
in the Contest. 


Other Foreign News—A Rouwmanian 
Bishop Mauled by a Savage 
Mob-Shocking Patri- 
cidein Paris.

Panis, Aug. 23.—[By Cable and As- 

sociated Press.] The agitation of 
young Lamare, an educated lad of 19.

acquire and unite the small vineyards, 
with the object of localizing and 
stamping out phylloxera. The small 
vineyard owners stoutly oppose the 
project, which they suppose is aimed 
to reduce the yeomanry of the district 
to mere factory hands. There is 
po doubt that there are some 
grounds for their suspicions, 
but at the same time there is no doubt 
that phylloxera have made their ap- 
pearance and are likely to spread rap- 
idly. Lemare has secured an enormous 
influence to back him, but it is almost 
impossible for the movement be is at 
the head of to succeed, as champagne 
requires such a large amount of capital 
for successful production. 
Apart from the invasion of phylloxera 
the French vintage justifies the gloomy 
predictions made in regard to the 
present crop of grapes, Up to the 
present the only vineyards which 
promise-well are those of the Bor- 
deaux regions. In La Dordogne 
and Laude departments vineyards 
have been ravaged by mildew and by 
black rot, three courses of sulphates 
having failed to arrest the progress of 
the disease. Throughout the depart- 
ment of L’Herault the negligence of 
grape cultivators has allowed mildew 
to seriously prejudice the present har- 
—— and no second gathering is prob- 
a 8. 

A resident of the department of La 
Gironde has written a letter for publi- 
cation in which he asserts that only 
where vineyard owners have shown 
themselves careless or self-sufficient, 
and have allowed the vines to become 
surrounded with weeds, thus consti- 
| tuting foci of infection, has the trouble 
arisen. He adds that wherever the 
prescriptions of science have been 
properly and opportunely observed the 
vines are healthy and promise an 
abundant crop. There are signs of 
mildew in the department of Les 
Bouches der Rhone, but in Algeria the 
vines are well advanced, They are not 
scorched and have not been hurt by 
ocusts. Ia Tunis a good vintage is 
anticipated, the harvest being esti- 
mated at 100,000 hectolitres,

RAIN AND FLOOD. 


Pennsylvania Towns Inundated by 
a Cloud-burst.

LIVELY >POOKS, 


Strange Scenes Witnessed at the 
City Prison. 

That it is human to harbor in the make-up 
of every man from a grain to a ton of super- 
stition there is not the slightest doubt, and 
it is hard to find the man who will not feel 
a certain unexplainable sensation creeping 
down his backbone during the narration of 
a first-class ghost story, if all the conditions 
are favorable. A ghost story alWays carries 
with it a certain fascination, ahd the human 
being does not live who will not go out of 


his way to listen to one or even to read it. 
This knowledge of hum m nature probably 
caused the editor of one of the greatest 
newspapers in the United States to add a 
spook department to his Sunday make-up, 
and he pays more for ghost stories thamany 
other class of matter. That this depart- 
ment is a good feature there is no doubt, for 
it is growirg all the time. 

Spook stories are not plentiful in these 
parts at present, but if some of the most 
reliable officers about the city prison are to 
be believed, the receiving hospital is now 
inh. bited by one of the most frisky bands of 
disturbed spirits that ever visited any one 
house on this earth. As a rule, spooks do 
not go In doubles, and not more than once 
in a hundred years do they pay their visits 
in bands of five or six, but, the city prison 
can boast of having a whole family of active 
ghosts, and there are at least two reliable 
vfticers in the — department who vouch 
for the truthfulness of the following singu- 
lar story. 

“A pout three months ago the night jailer 
was passing through one of the alley-ways 
when he noticed the arm of a woman pro- 
truding through the opening in the iron 
door leading to the cell where the Wicker- 
sham girl died, about a yar. ago. It wili 
be remembered that the girl took an over- 
dose et morphine in the Sixth-street Park 
and was taken te the police station. The 
receiving hospital had not been built at 
that time and the girl had. to be placed in 
a cell. Medical ald was called in and she 
recovered, or seemed to, and her recovery 
was thought to be a certainty by the doc- 
tors, so they left her and the cel! was closed. 
A few minutes after the jailer’s attention 
was o :lied to the cell, and the poor girl was 
found to be in a dying condition. She had 
been searched and it was k»own positively 


person, but that she had taken a second 
dose there was not the slightest doubt, 
but where it came from will always be a 


mystery. The doctors were called back 
and everything possible was done to revive 
her, but all to no purpose, for she died a

“This is the woman that appeared to the 
jailer and in ber hand she held a morphine 
ttle.

POWELSUN ASSAULT. 


THE INJURED WOMAN STILL AT 
THE RECEIVING HOSPITAL. 


In noImmediate Danger from Her 
Wound—-One of the Most 
Cowardly Assauits 
on Record. 


Cora Powel son, the Alameda street prosti- 


tute who was so brutally assaulted by her 
husband, Frank Powelson, late Saturday 


night, remained in the receiving hospital at 


the city prison all day yesterday. The 


woman is in no danger, and will probably be 
able to get about today, but the fact that her 


skull is not crushed: is no fault of her bus- 


band, as the club with which the blow was 
struck is heavy enough to have felled an ox. 
The woman does not wish to prosecute 
Poweisun, and be would probably get clear 
put for the fact that the assault was wit- 
nessed by other persons, which renders it 
immaterial whether the woman testifies or 
not. 

As was stated yesterday morning the 
assault was a peculiarly ag ated one. 
Poweison has been in the habit of beating 
the woman whenever she did not furnish 
him with as much money as he thought she 
should, and whenever there was a row in 
the Powelsou **crmb,” it ws known that the 
fellow was “thumping his woman,” and 
but little attention was paid to it, as diffi- 
eulties of that kind are of every-day occur- 
rence in the vicinity. Saturday night Pow- 
elson went to the house at about the usual 
time. The woman had been drinking and 
was lying down in a back room, the front 


window being open. Powelsoa went in 
and .demanded 15, and on the Wo- 
man replying that she did not 


have it, the brute raised a heavy club 
he was carrying, aud struck ber full across 
the temple, cutting a gash about two inches 
long. He then started to run, but several 
officers were on the lookout, expecting the 
usual row, and he was promptly nabbed. 
Powelson fought all the way to the station, 
and it was necessary to use some force, but 
not as much as might have been warranted 
under the circumstances. ‘The case will 
come up before Justice Austin today. 

In this connection, it is proper w state 
thata charge has been pending against 
Powelson for some months past for va- 
grancy, but it appears that itis impossible 
to cet it to trial. Four other vagrauey cases 
are also pending, and have been for some 
time. Continüances have been granted 
from time to time, and all the machinery of 
the law is invoked by these people to post- 
pone their trials, for they know that they can 
make no defense. 

It is believed. however, that the present 
outrage will drouse the authorities, and 
that a vigorous crusade will be inaugurated 
against the remaining members of the 
“mac” fraternity who infest the city. There 
is no doubt but what under the new Va- 
grancy law, they c:n be all driven out, if the 
courts will only do their duty. 


Found Dead in Bed. 
Yesterday afternoon the dead body of a 
man apparently between 55 and 60 years of 
age, was found in bed in one of the rooms 
of the New England lodging-house, at the 
corner of Second and San Pedro streets, 
The body was dressed in trousers, shirt and 
socks, and was lying in a natural position 
in bed, indicating that death had occurred 
during sleep, probably from heart disease. 
The Coroner was notified, and the body was 
removed to the undert:king rooms of M. 
Hopkins & Co., on Main street, where an 
inquest will be held today. 

The proprietor of the house said that the 
dead man’s name was Davis, and that he 
Had only been there a day or two. He said 
that hecame from Oakland, He only had a 
valise, and from his appearance he was of 
the opinion that he was a working man. 
Only $2.65 in money was found in dead 
man’s pockets. 


A Sensational Rumor.

Ihe Decrease in Railroa 
Assessments. 


SOME REMARKABLE FACTS 


How the Railroads Have Managed 
to Escapo Their Fair Share 
of Taxatlon—- Queer 
Valuations. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of Friday, 
discussing the State assessment rolls, says: 
A study of the assessment rolis of the 
State discloses some remarkable facts in 
more directions than one, Among other 
things itshows the utter falsity of the 
ancient proverb which. ascribes Washing- 
.tonian characteristics to those symbols of 
quantity known as figures, and conclusively 
demonstrates that if they do not lie, at least 
those responsibie for them have slight re- 
gard for the ttuth. 

If there is aby one faet that is more pat- 
ent than another toone who has lived in 
California for a dozen years or more it is 
that the volume of railroad traffic has in- 
creased at an immense ratio It is compar- 
atively but a short time since the export 
trade by rail from California amounted to 
littie. But within ten years: there has 
grown up an immense traffic in fruits and 
vegetables, and many a time the companies 
have had to plead a jack of cars to accom- 
modate ali the freight that was offered. 
The passenger trame so has increased, and 
— by year the reports of the companies 


ave showu a rapid augmentation of busi--

. Where they once were a drug at 50. cents

„and vast sums, millions, have thus 
been realized. 

But, alas, for these outward signs and 
evidences of prosperity. They are utterly 
fallacious. Instead of denoting increased 
wealth, all this growth of business is but in- 
dicative of a constant depreciation and the 
steady, silent march of poverty. The mel- 
ancholy story can be told better in figures— 
those figures that never lie—thag in any 
other way. The down-hill progress of the 
poor Central Pacific began in 1884, and the 
successive stages may be notedin the fol- 
lowing, which gives the assessed valuation 
for each year sitce that date:

into —— 12 aud its valuation will be 
represented by a row of vacuous ciphers. 
Beginuing with a total of $24,000,000, there

Justat the commencement of the new cen- 
tury, therefore, this poor, overburdened 
concern may expect to reach the point when 
the assessor will de, unadie to find any 
property worthy of being mulcted for taxes. 

_ Badly as the Central Pacific Railroad nas 
suffered, however, its twin brother, the 
Southeru Pacific, seems to have languished 
in fully as great proportions, when its vastly 
increased mileage is considered, While the 
Central Pacific only added 120 miles while 
it was decreasing 511,000, 000 in valae, the 
Southern Pacific increased trom 957 to 1522 
miles, and with ali this immense growth its 
value bas fallen as follows:

assisted the wounded woman’s friends to 
carry her into the house to await the arrival 
of the policaspatrol wagon. Goot Gus, 
when questioftied, stated unequivocally that 
Wong Ark shot her, and as he le kpown to 
have lived with her for some time previous 
to the shooting, and had frequently quar- 
reled with her, suspicion naturally fell upon 
him as the murderer. „The woman died 
from the effects of her wounds on the fol- 
lowing day, and meanwhile Ark had been 
discovered hidden away in a private opium 
joint a short distance from the scene ot the 
murder, 

When the case came up for trial fhe de- 
fense sought first to disprove the evidence 
introduced by the prosecution through the 
police, and failing in this, its next move 
was to show that Ark was with two of his 
friends in the place where he was subse- 
quently arrested, at the time the fatal shot 
was fired. 

Within the past few days a number of the 
defendant’s witnesses have been arrested 
upon charges of perjary. for having testi- 
fied 1 when upon the stand in Ark’s 
behalf, and these cases have not yet been 
disposed of. The result of this action upon 
the part of the District Attorney cannot, of 
course, be foretold; but itis currently ru- 
mored that anumber of Chinamen upon 
whom the defendant relied have signified 
their intention of withdrawing from the 


case. 

The defendant 4 11 his release upon 
bail in the sum of $10,000 for a brief period, 
but the arrest of one of his sureties for per- 
jury, after an official investigation, caused 
Judge Shaw to retuse the sureties offered, 
upon his return from his vacation, and this

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


WEEKLY REPORT OF THE GOV- 
ERNMENT BUREAU. 


The Outlook Encouraging All over 
Southern California—Fruit and 
Grain Yields — Cloud- 
‘burst at Campo. 


Following is the weekly weather and crop 
bulletin of Southern Calitornia, based on 
reports from voluntary crop correspondents, 
and published by the United States Weather 
Bureau for the week ending August 21; 

Hueneme (S. L. Mack)—The bean crop is 
very good on good soil, but is slightly burnt 
on alkali lands. Corn is looking well. 

Lancaster (James P. Ward)—The weather 
was slightly cloudy during the week, with 
showers in the eastern part of the valley 
(Antelope Valley) on the 16th. No per- 
ceptible injury occurred to the crops owing 
to the rainfall drying quickly. Muscat and 
Zinfandel grapes are being marketed. 

Verdugo.(J. C. Sbherer)—Warm weather 
isripening fruit rapidly. Late Crawford 
and Susquehanna peacbes are coming in. 
Bartlett pears 8 but of inferior 
quality owing to the work of the codlin 
moth. Apples a practical failure from the 

same cause. 

Los Angeles (George E. Franklin)—The 
temperature during the past week ranged 
above the normals, showing a daily excéss 
of 1° to 6°, the daily average being an excess 
of 4°. The highest temperature was 96° 
lowest 61°. Clear, sunshiny weather pre- 
vailed, except during a portion of the day in 
the early part of the week. 

Pomona (John Wasson)—A light shower 
of rain fell on the 16th—an exceptional oc- 
currence—which laid the dust, but did no 
harm. Alfalfa hay in the low lands is 
being cut, the third or fourth time, averag- 
ing one and one-half tons to the acre. De- 
livery of beets at the Chino ranch bas begun, 
and the sugar “factory is now in practical 
operation, having hegun August 19. 

Redlands (Scipio Craig)—Local showers. 
prevailed the first part of the week, the 
latter clear and pleasaht. Peaches and 
apricots of choice quality are in the market 
and are being dried extensively. Young 
orchards are looking especially fine. No 
disease of orange seed-bed stock, as re- 

ported, lu this section. 

Santa Ana (H. A, Peabody)—Fruit of 
every character, except citrus, ripening, 
and the markets 8 supplied with 
the best. ‘Threshing of grain still in prog- 
ress and yield large. Corn crop maturing 
and yield unsurpassed by former years. 
Weather warm, but heat not excessive. 

Tustin (E. D. Buss) — Weather continues 
quite warm; clear except a little fog one or 
two mornings. Corn ripening rapidly, 

romises a good yield. Ap 162 
held fora fair price; the yield is less than 

last year, but the quality is better. 

Winchester, San Diego county (J. M. 
Case)—Frequent thunderstorms occurred 
ip the mountain ranges from the 15th to the 
18th, but little rain fell in the valleys except 
on the 16th, which slightly injured grain in 
stack and hay, but very much sunshine was 
beneficial to the dampened grain and hay. 

San Diego, (M. L. Heami)—No preety 
tation occurred during the week, which 
was the normal condition, The tamper- 
ature averaged 4° daily in excess of the 


normal. 

National City, (Arthur H. Wood)—Warm 
and pleasant weather pushing, ail’ 
Peaches and grapes are prime, special in- 
vestigation of raisin prospects shows that 
we shail havea big crop.

„ (8. E. Gaskeih— Delayed report 
for week ending August 15: From the llth 
to the present date we have had heavy rain 
every day..

PROSPEROUS ANTELOPE VALLEY. 


Antelope Valley reports this year

A LITTLE DOGMATIC, 


These scientific fellows—especially 
the ones in Government employ—be- 
come a little arrogant and dictatorial 
once in a while; in short, they get the 
big bead. Lieut. Finley, who is in 
charge of the Weather Office at San 
Francisco, is reported by the telegraph 
assaying: To say thatthe Salton 
sea has anything to do with cloud- 
bursts is nonsense. The conditions 
are practically the same as iu other 
years.“ 

Now it seems to us a bit of hardi- 
hood for any scientific man to assert 
dogmatically that any particular body 
of water bas nothing to do with cloud- 
bursts. It would be like declaring that 
the atmosphere has nothing to do with 
light, or that any other natural element 
does not dischatge its natural func- 
tions. 

What is a cloud-burst as we generally 
understand it? It is a sudden dis- 
charge of an immense mass of water 
from an overhanging cloud. How is 
this water accumulated in the cloud? 
It may be carried up in a water-spout, 
which operates like a tornado, sucking 
up its charge from any body of water 
which it crosses, or the cloud charge 
may be accumulatedin vapors. What- 
ever the conditions of cloud forma- 
tion, if some cause supervenes 
to make a sudden and voluminous 
downpour, we are apt to call it a 
cloud-burst. Now any body f water, 
no matter where situated, no 
matter Low deep or how shallow, 
whether salt or fresh, is liable to be 
drawn upon either through evapora- 
tion or by the tornadoswirl, to form the 
cloud charge which eventuates in what 
we designate asa cloud-burst. What 
nonsense itisthen to designate any 
body of water aud say that it could 
have othing to do with this natural 
process which 1s going on all the time! 

So far as the recent heavy down- 
pours at Redlands are concerned, it 
would be difficult tosay whether they 
should be technically classed as cloud- 
bursts or not. But they were at 


least extraordinarily heavy rains. 
and they were quite unusual 
in their time of 


everybody in Redlands will testify to 
these facts. Whether the particular 
water which fell at Rediands had been 
gathered up from the Salton Lake or 
not—that is not a matter susceptible of 
proof either way. We cannot 
label and identify water. But the 
presence of the Salton Lake on the 
desert is an unusual and phenomenal 
condition. The conditions are not 
„practically the same as in other years.“ 
despite the assertion of Lieut. Finley 
to the contrary. It is true that the 
Salton basin has been flooded in former 
years, but the occasions are so marked 
as to make them matters of note. 
There have also been cloud-bursts in 
the San Bernardino Mountains in 
former years, 

Now we are confronted with several 
remarkable circumstances: A consid- 
erable accumulation of waterin the 
Salton basin, extreme conditions of 
evaporation, and almost unprecedented 
rains in the foothills of the San Bernar- 
dine Mountains. What is more ra- 
tional than to put these two and two 
together and call them four? What is 
more dogmatic than to assert that the 
Salton Lake could not have had any- 
thing todo with the Redlands cloud- 
burst? 


THE “SECRET”’ OF LEMON-CURING. 


H. K. Snow of Tustin has made a 
study of lemon growing and curing, 
and is now engaged in preparing his 
crop for market. As much talk and 


dulged in by certain parties in River- 
side andelsewhere about secret pro- 
cesses of curing lemons, it is interest- 
ing to present Mr. Snow’s method, 
which is detailed by the Santa Ana 
Blade as follows: 

The lemons are picked when they begin 
to turn arich color, and are of the preper 
size. Each picker is provided with à pair 
of nippers or shears, which are to be used 
in cifpping thefruit from the tree instead 
of pulling it trom the tree af the old 
style. A one and three-quarter inch ring is 
also furnished the picker, which is used in 
determining the size of the fruit that is 
ready to be picked. All fruit that will not 
fill the ring is considered too small or in- 
sufficiently matured to be gathered, and is 
lett on the tree until the next picking. «Tha 
next step is to take the fruit toa storehouse, 
where uu even temperature can be main- 
tained at about 60°. Here the fruit is 
packed in single layers, in trays which are 
stackéd one upon another, and left to cure, 
which may take from three to four months, 
or they may be packed end shipped sooner 
if the owner prefers. The light should be 
excluded from the curiug-heuse to secure 
the best results. After the fruit has been 
sufficiently cured it is taken from the trays, 
wiped off with a cloth or brush, assorted 
into a first and second grade and is then 
ready for the paekers. 


By this method the lemons may be 
perfectly cured, and preserved for three 
or four months or even longer—until 
Therein 
lies the whole secret of profitable 
lemon-growing. The Blade declares 
that Mr. Snow’s lemon crop is perhaps 
the finest class of lemons ever seen in 
the valley, not because they are of a 
better variety of fruit, grew on better 
soil, or that the trees received more 
‘thorough cultivation, but the secret 
lies in the time or stage of ripeness 
and growth of the fruit in which it is 
picked, tue manner in which it is taken 
from the tree, and the method of curing

rived from a lemon orchard by proper 
care may be gained by taking an es- 
timate from H. K. Snow’s six-acre 
grove of eight-year-old trees. Up to 
the present time he has picked about 
1200 boxes, whichis about two-thirds 
of the present year’s crop. At the 


above estimate an acre would yield 


300 boxes of, merchantable fruit, which

Two Able Sermons by Rey. 
Mr. Easton, 


FAREWELL 


FATHER PETERS 


A Large Audience at the Cathedral 
Last Evening—At V. M. C. 
A. Hall- church 
Notes. 


Rev. T. Chalmers Easton of San|Francigco 
occupied the pulpit of the First Presbyterian 
Church yesterday both morning and even- 
ing. Dr. Easton has taken an active part in 
the trial of Rev. John W. Ellis before the 
San Francisco presbytery and is a man 
whose decision of character is apparent in 
every tone and gesture. He has a smooth, 
round face, keen eyes, a high forehead and 
that mark of genius—a slightly bald head. 
Hie took for the text of his morning sermon, 
“To what purpose is this waste?” His dis- 
course was like a piece of rare mosaic, 80 
perfectly was every thought fitted, the argu- 
ments leading step by step up tothe grand 
central idea—the infinity of God. Beginning 
with the universe at large he referred to the 
unlimited amount of wisdom and energy 
which is wasted every year. In the mineral 
world what vast treasures of value have laid 
deep buried in the earth for thousands of 
years, perhaps millions of centuries! Gener- 
ations ot men have lived and died in 
poverty, wreteheduess and wickedness who 
might bave been comforted and helped by 
these gems out of the great sealed treasure- 
house of the Almighty. To what purpose 
is this waste?“ 

In the vegetable world observe the skill, 
beyond that of human wisdom, with which 
is tashioned a single leaf or flower, yet mil- 
lions of them bloom but to fade and die. 
What fruits drop untasted! What flowers 
bloom unseen! Each blossom on an apple 
tree is a work of the highest srt, and yet 
but one in many comes to fruitage. 

Ascending into the animal kingdom the 
same stern problem confronts us. Natural- 
ists have but a beginning in the classifica- 
Each drop of water is alive 
with life; each particle of matter teems 
with life, each one fashioned by a perfect 
hand, To what purpose is this waste?“ 

Go up higher—to man—the head and 
crown of all creation. How strange it is 
that one-third of the entire human race die 
in infancy and the average age of man is 
but thirty years. This vast harvest of 
death in infantile life. To what purpose 
is this waste?” A young man, full of rich- 
est promises, laden with honors is pros- 
trated. Death levels his arrow at him, 
and buried are all the fruits of a long and 
careful training. What a multitude of such 
graves rise before us, and the wail of 
humanity is, To what purpose is this 
waste?“ 

In citing some individual cases of this 
kind Dr. Easton referred in tender tones to 
the recent death of Kev. R. Mayne Irvine, 
who stood on the very threshold of active 
usefulness. The son of my warm, ver- 
sonal friend, Dr. Talmage,” he continued, 
“the young DeWitt, is a parallel in- 
stance, He was one of the most brilliant 
men who ever praced the bar, but in the 
first year of that brilliant career he dropped 
and passedaway. ‘The same mystery star- 
tles thousands. How shall we answer this 
great problem? First of all by its very myste- 
riousness we are taucht the infinity of the 
divine nature, God’s purposes are too in- 
finite to be comprehended. Were there no 
mystery clothing His nature He would be 
God no longer. With what infinite power 
He can ereate and destroy! The very lav- 
ishness and plenty surrounding us is a con- 
stant rebuke: to our narrow prodigality. 
There are men who cannot enter a home of 
wealth and culture and behold the works of 
art without crying out ‘To what purpose 
this waste” That was the disciples’ cry 
when the woman poured upon the head of 
Jesus the precious ointmentand He rebuked 
them si:ying ‘Why trouble ye the woman? 
She bath wrought a good work upon me.’ 
‘There are men who perpetually cry out “To 
what purpose this waste?’ The infinite is 
ever beyond our reach. 

“Mothers who have wept over vacant 
cradies, fathers who mourn the loss of tal- 
ented sons, lift up your eyes and see your 
loved ones in that upper kingdom where 
God has set them as your hearts’ magnets 
to draw you heavenward. Of what ase is a 
guide if we know every step of the way? If 
the Almighty were to make known all 
iis purposes, where is the use ef faith? 
God's glory lies in deep concealed mysteries 
as well as inthe brightness of perfect un- 
derstanding.” 

The eloquent speaker closed his sermon 
with some beautiful lines of a poem embody- 
ing the sentiment Whatever the darkness 
about me, He knoweth the way I take.” As 
the last words fell from his inspired lips 
there was a moment«ry hush, broken by the 
low tones of the speaker. Let us pray,“ and 
every head was bowed and every heart up- 
lifted as, in fervent words, he invoked God's 
blessing. 

In the evening, Dr. Easton took for his 
theme, The Decay and Restoration of 
Family Power.” The family, the State 
and the church underlie all the goodness 
and prosperity of the Nation, ‘They are the 
foundation laid by eternal wisdom. He 
went on to show how scciety has come to 
overshadow the family, how it molds and 
shapes it, forms marriage contracts and 
steps in between parents and children. 
Society rears, educates and disposes ef the 
children, invading even the nursery. A 
fashionable education means to be unfitted 
for home life. Professediy pious people are 
domineered by society, and so much bas it 
crept into the family as to neutralize all 

religious feeling. ‘There are national, edu- 
cational, temperance, State and civil serv- 
ice reforms, but no home reforms. He 
made a strong point of the need 
of reform in family literature. Nearly 
one-sixth of the reading matter sent 
out from the American publishing houses 
consists of novels of the worst type. The 
New York Society for the Prevention 
of Vice reported 123,000 obscene publica- 
tions sent out in one month to invade the 
homes and Seminaries of the land. 

tev. Henry Crabbe of this city. who is 
a personal friend of Dr. Easton’s, occu- 
pied the pulpit with him last evening and 
offered the opening prayer. Dr. Easton 
will remain in the city during the week and 
will preach again next Suuday at the First 
Presbyterian Church.
